from Bharatpur and located him at Mussoorie. On the other hand, the Govern. | 
ment has shown. great favour to the Amir of Kabul, who is not a true friend and 
has often proved a source of trouble. His son was accorded a very warm reception 
in England at a heavy cost and given a seat. by Her Majesty on her right hand. 
Hence it would appear that the British Government respects those who occasionally 
give trouble to it. . The replies given to Mr. Seymour Keay by Sir Henry Fowler, 
the late Secretary of State, regarding the Maharaja were unsatisfactory, and showed 
as if his head had been turned by power. Since the death of the late Maharaja the 
administration of the State has been conducted by the Resident with the help of the 
‘Council, and Sir Henry Fowler himself admitted that the Kesident was associated 
in the administration. The Mahdraja has been ruler only in name and has never 
exercised any power. Such being the case, how did the Government of India 


“and the late Secretary of State condemn His Highness as unfit to rule? The conduct 


of the wolf in Ausop’s fable of the wolf and the lamb well illustrates the policy 
of the British Government, which invents a hundred and one false excuses to carry 
out its wishes. The removal of the youog Mahdrdja from. Bharatpur is a gross” 
injustice to His Highness and is calculated to create widespread discontent among 
the Jats and other chiefs and the people of India, and to weaken the foundation of 
the British rule. The replies given by Sir Henry Fowler to questions in Parliament | 
regarding the treatment of the Mahdraja of Bharatpur have filled with misgivings 
the minds of the Indian Princes and people. What could be more unsatisfactory 
than that such a high functionary should once deny all knowledge of a thing and 
subsequently declare that it was done with his sanction? Again, he declined to pub- 
lish the papers connected with the Mahérdja, apparently because in that case the 
high-handedness of the proceedings of Government wuuld be exposed. The whole 
Jat community is highly dissatisfied with the treatment to which the- Mahdraja has 
been subjected. The Government of India should do justice to His Highness and 
thereby conciliate, and gain the good will of, that community.
